SECRETARY-GENERAL RECEIVES SHEVCHENKO MEDAL 

At a brief ceremony in the Secretary-General’s conference room on the 
38th floor* today, Petr T. Tronko, Deputy Prime Minister of the Ukrainian 
Soviet Socialist Republic, presented U Thant with a bronze medal commemorating 
the l^Oth anniversary of the birth of the Ukrainian poet and artist, 

Taras Shevchenko, together with a volume of his selected works in English and 
an illustrated book in Ukrainian* 

In making the presentation, Mr. Tronko said he was doing so as a member 
of Shevchenko’s Jubilee Committee which decided that the medal should be pre- 
sented to the Secretary-General. He spoke of Shevchenko '3 role aa a humanist 
and internationalist, and of his Government 'a desire t.o strengthen the United 
Nations, Be wi 6 hed the Secretary-General good health and success in his 
difficult task. 

Responding, U Thant expressed hla gratitude for the great honour bestowed 
upon him and wished the people and Government of the Ukraine peace, health 
and prosperity. 

(Taras Shevchenko is a Ukrainian poet and artist who was an advocate of 
peace and close co-operation among nations. His major work of verse is published 
in a book called "Kobzar" in the Ukrainian language. The United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization published his works in the French language 
under their series of "Masterpieces of World literature". 

The 150 th anniversary of tie birth of Shevchenko was celebrated in 1964 
throughout the Soviet Union and the world. The Shevchenko Jubilee Committee 
was eotabliehed in Kiev to commemorate his anniversary and the special memorial 
medal was struck and presented to a number of distinguished figures in public 
and cultural flelda in the Ukraine and other countries.) 
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
